Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record do not teach in permissible combination with the rest of the claim limitations a 
thrust reverser assembly . . . arranged as to experience an assisting load during movement 
of the element from the stowed position to towards the deployed position, ... a return line 
through which hydraulic fluid displaced from said low pressure side of said device is 
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returned to. said high pressure side of said device in addition to said fluid supply from 
said pressure source; a check valve in said return line preventing flow of hydraulic fluid 
from said high pressure side to said low pressure side of said device. The closest prior 
art of record is Guiick ei al reference which teaches a thrust reverser actuator piston and 
cylinder 1 7 and check valves 5 1 and 65 but these are used for in an actuator velocity limit 
mechanism. Scholz uses a check valve 146, 132 and Halin uses a check valve 13 but not 
in a return line as claimed above.
